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AS TO ADVERTISING. 

Every man who makes money by 
dealing with others needs to advertise. 
It'is by enlarging the.cirzle of his busi- 
ness that his profits are increased, ancl 
iti is by attracting attention to it 
that the enlargement is secured. To 
attract aftentiou is to advertise, and 
it' may ve done in many ways. Prob- 
ably the most reliable means of adver- 
tising, and indeed the basis of all suc- 
cessful advertising is to attend to busi- 
ness carefully, and te give value for 
valua in all cases. But something 
mora is necessary. Attractive and 
well located premises and good busi- 
ness methods, are found to be a very 
considerable aid in drawing favorable 
attention and therefore patronage. But 
thesa methods only appeal to those 
who come within sight and sound of 
the business so advertised. Other 
means must be taken, the circle of in- 
formation is to be widened and busi- 
ness attracied from greater distance. 
As the circie widens the means of ~d- 
vertising further varies. Circulars 
are sent out, posters are put up, br 
canvassers are employed. The latter 
is the most effective method, but it 
iq also the most expensive and can 
only be employed te a limited degree. 
Posters are only valuable when used 
in limited num%ers. If the blank walls 
are continually plastered with posters 
people soon cease reading them, as 
those which are out of date are @is- 
played equally with those which make 
announcemencs of present or future 
interest , Circulars, if directed to the 
ptoper persons, are a good means of 
advertising in special cases. But ina 
general business the uncertainty of 
reaching the right people is very great- 
ly against the success of the circular. 
Besides, a circular if read at ali is 
threwn, aside as soon as read. If, 
made sufficiently attracive to be re- 
tained it -ecomes expensive. It’s 
value is therefore limited and special. 
The opposite of the poster which is 
too general to be of great value. 

The business world of to-day recog- 
nizes the newspaper as the means of 
the) most effective and least expen- 
sive advertising. Combining the ad- 
vantages) of every other method and 
having many not found in any other. 
Its visits are more frequent and less 


obtrusive than those of the canvasser 
ant all that the canvasser can say 
can be said in, the newspaper adver- 
tisement. It visits many more people 


at\ each issue than could be reached 
by an army of canvassers at) incom- 
parably less expense. As compared 
with posters it meets the eye of 
many more pef.ple at less cost, and 
besides if publishers and advertisers 
are each alive to their interests, the 
advertisements are all of present or 
future interesi. Unfortunately all 
newspapers and all advertisers do not 
keep their anvouncements up-to-date 


But that is mot the fault of 
tha system. It is the mutual 
interest’ of advertiser and publish- 


er to keep the advertising columns 
fresh and up-to-date. As compared 
with the circular the newspaperr at 
each issue gives an announcement as 
wide a cirevlation as would probably 
be given by a circular, in tha same 
community. The newspaper oes 
every week or oftener, while the circu- 
lar goes only once. And it is probable 
that the one issue of the circular would 
cost 2s much as a month’s advertis- 
ing. The circular may be apt and suit- 
able in every way but it may strike 
the prospective customer at a_ time 
when the announcement is of no in- 
terest to him, and is forgotiten be- 
fore; the information becomes of 
value. The newspaper is always at 
hand and its announcements are, or 
can be, kept apt to the season and bc- 
casion, at all times. Besides the cir- 
cular is usually thrown down as soon 
as itS mature is discovered. while the 
newspaper! is read and re-read and 
passed from hand to hand. It is on 
this account especially that the paper 
containing interesting news is much 
more vaiuable as an advertising med- 
ium than one jess interesting. outside 
the ques‘ion of circulation. 

The more interesting the news con- 
tained in a paper the more valuable 
itq advertising space. Because the 
more the news is read the more cer- 
tain the advertisements are to be read 
also,—provided, always that they are 
placed; so that the eye can conven- 
iently take them in while reading the 
news. The value of the newspaper as 
a means of advertising is in the num- 
ber and nature of the homes which re- 
ceive it, and the attention, and kind 
of attention, it receives when there. 
The paper which enters the home on 
suffrance, which is looked at askance 
or not looked at at all, or which being 
partly read is thrown aside, is of smal] 
value as 2n advertising medium. But 
the columns of the paper which is paid 
for in advance, which is contended for 
when the mail arrives, which the 


neighbors drop in to read or send over | nipeg district to four Americans.

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to ask for, offers a means of getting 
business announcements before the 
purchasing public which is simply un- 
rivalled at the price.. The proof of 
this is in the immeose use of news- 
paper advertising by the most success- 
ful modern business houses. It is sim- 
ply notorious that the great depart- 
mental stores have been built up and 
are run to-day on lavish, but yet judic- 
ious newspaper advertising, backed of 
course iby good managenient. 

Many people appreciate the value of 
the news columrs of a paper as 2a 
means of reaching the public, who do 
not consider the advertising columns 
of equal value. They will pay for 
reading notices but will not pay for 
advertisements. But the value of the 
news columos of a paper depends on 
their being kept free of paid business 
announcemeuts. To insert advertis- 
ing matter as news is an attempt to de- 
ceive the subscriber which does not 
predispose) him in favor of the sub- 
ject; of the advertisement. Besides, 
the insertion of advertising matter in 
the form of news, detracts from the 
interest of the news columns, and les- 
gens the value of the paper as am ad- 
vertising medium to that extent, 

Advertising matter should appear as 
such. Then; it has the stamp of hon- 
esty upon it, which is the first step 
towards creating confidence. As to 
whether the advertisement catches the 
eye of the reader or not depends upon 
the methods employed by the adver- 
tiser and the paper. If all the most 
interestiag reading matter appears on 
one page and the advertisemenis on 
another the chaaces are against the 
advertisement being seen. Or if the 
display of the advertisement, resem- 
bles) too closely the surrounding ad- 
vertisements, the result is the same. 
But if ‘there is a fair amount of inter- 
esting news on the same page as ihe 
advertisement, if the advertisement is 
of fair size and properly displayed, 
there is no question that it will . be 
noted by those who are interested in 
its announcements. 


As to the size and cost of an adver- 
tisement: The advertising space of a 
newspaper is its chief means of rev- 
enue. It is only by the reniai of {this 
space at a fair price that the paper 
can be pu*lished. Some advertisers 
argue and some newspapers agree that 
as the paper has to come out anyway 
and, the space bas to be filled, it fis 
better, to fill it at u small rice than 
get no revenue at ail from it. That 
argument only applies to papers which 
issue sheets larger than the business 
of the clace requires. Where it pre- 
vails one advertiser gets space at a 
lower price than another and the ad- 
vercising:' space of the paper has no 
fixed value, This is unfair as between 
advertisers, and generally results in 
the business men of the town support- 
ing: a paper, while outside patent medi- 
cine men get the greater advantage in 
its columns. While it sbould be the 
effort of a newspaper to give every 
adveriisement equal prominence, it is 
evident that the possibilities of prom- 
inence depend somewhat on the space 
occupied, An, announcement can ‘be 
made more prominent in a larger than 
ig a smaller space. Prominence is 
what is wanted and that can better 
be secured if the space is not 
fully otcupied than if it is. Again 
people judge by comparison, The mer- 
chant who occupies a large and hand- 
some building bas an advantage over 
his neighbor who has a smaller and less 
attraclive one. The public are apt to 
judge of the stock 'y the building 
which contains it; So in adveriising. 
The large space with good display 
étrikes the eye of the reader and draws 
his attention as compared with the 
tival advertisement in smaller space. 
With a business of any considerable 
Size, it is poor economy to stint adver- 
tising space, especially if times are 
good and the season suitable.

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TERRITORIAL AUTONOMY. 


Free Press: Hon. A’ -U. Sif- 
ton, of © Regina, treasurer and 
commis*oner of public works in 


the Territorial assembly, arrived in 
the city yesterday on his way ‘back 
to Regina after having spent a busy 
morth with Premier Haultain in Ot- 
tawa on Territorial business of im- 
portance. The chief object of their 
trip was to interview members of 
the federal government, and io lay be- 
fore them the necessity of at a near 
date taking up the matter, of provincial 
autonomy for the Territories, 

To a Free Press reporter in the 
morning’ Mr. Sifton stated that the 
matter would be discussed by the fed- 
eral powers among the first 
business of importance to be taken up. 


In speaking of the mission in which 
he and Premier Haultain were inter- 
ested in the east. Mr. Sifton stated 
thet the Territorial delegates are sat- 
isfied that they have made.a good star# 
in the right direction and have awak- 
ed some interest in Territoriag affairs, 
but) that the general feeling among 
eastern people is the. perhaps natural 
one that their own affairs are the most 
important, and that the population of 
the Territories scavtered over such a 


large area is yet too sparse to demand 


recognition. 

The problem as to whether the pro- 
vincial question should be dealt with 
at) the next session of the Dominion 
parliament or whether a temporary ar- 
rangement should be proposed pending 
the large increase in population which 
is expected within the next few years 
is now receiving the attention of the 
government and in view of its final 
settlement it is probable that the dele- 
gates will require to make another trip 
tc the eapital. ; 

“Do you favor a division of the iTer- 
ritories in any way?” asked the re- 
porter. ' 

“Well, I don’t think that there will 
be any change at all in that direction,” 
said Mr. Sifton. “I believe that the best 
plan\lies in having one province with 
the: same boundaries as at present, 
that is from the western fart of Mani- 
toba to the,eastern boundary of Brit- 
ish’ Columbia.” ' 

“Would you favor 4 garty govern- 
ment.” ; : tes 

“Well, so long as Mr. Haultain and I 
are| both in the present positions I 
don’t see how that would work,” said 
Mr. Sifton, smiling, “But anyway, at 
this stage I don’t think that that part 
of the question will ve discussed. In 
fact none of the smaller details have 
been gone into. As to representation 
of the prospective province for the 
house of commons, that will be decid- 
ed according to population. So you 
see for the present all that is {to be 
done is to give the Territories as they 
now siand the same powers of govern- 
ing home affairs as any other province 
in the Dominion. As a province, it. pill 
be no larger than Quebec.” 

Premier Haultain is expected in the 
city either to-day or to-morrow.

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DAIRY CONTEST. 

Not the least interesting feature of 
the Baffalo exhibition was the dairy 
test. A number of cows of the lead- 
ing milking breeds were selected from 
herds in Canada and the United States. 
They were fed, milked, and butter 
made from the milk while an accurate 
account was kept of the cost and ithe 
returns. The test was for five months 
from! ‘May ist to Nov. ist. The fol- 
lowing is the final report’ of James 
Stonehouse, commissioner in charge of 
this feature of the exhibition. 

The dairy barn was a model of clean- 
liness and the cows gave good evidence 
of the care bestowed upon them. 


This has not been a contest of (Cana- 
dians against Americans, as in the case 
of the show cattle, but has been a con- 
test of ‘breed agains breed. The 
Guernseys have been winners in the 
butter fa ittest, but it is the Guermsey 
breeders on both sides of the line, nnd 
not alone those of the United States 
from whence the Guernseys came, 
which will be benefitted. Likewise the 
Holsteins, which wor the total solids 
prize. The Holsteins, it is true, were 
Canadians, but Americans Holstein 
men as,well ag Canadians will claim 
honors for their breed. 

The Canadians had! the most profit- 
able cows it is true, taking them) as‘a 
whole, but the best dairy breeds were 
not represented by the United States. 
They brought out some breeds which 
Canada could not produce, viz,—Polled 
Jerseys, Red Polls, Dutch Belted and 
Brown Swiss. The Red Polls and 
Brown Swiss do not claim to be special 
dairy breeds while the other twat did 
not distinguish themselves in that line. 

Canada, ow the other hand, sent 
three distinctly dairy breeds, Jerseys, 
Holsteins and Ayrshires, which, with 
the Guernseys formed the only strong 
competitors for the prizes offered. All 
the other breeds have more or jess 
merit as dairy cattle. The French- 
Canadians are a _ distinctly dairy 
breed, not large producers, but very 
economical, and as family cows would 
make a particularly good showing. 

The Dutch Belted have some good 
milkers but there seems to have been 
more attention paid to the producing 
the “belt” than to developing their 
dairy qualities. Everything has been 
sacrificed jto the “belt” and their cows 
lack in constitution. 

The Polled Jerseys were handicapped 
from, the start as they had in jtheir 
herd, a two year old: heifer and jtwo 
cows} which had been four or five 
months in milk. There has been a good 
deal of in-and-in breeding among the 
breeders of this class to estabiish the 
polled head, and mow that they have 
got this characteristic fairly well es- 
tablished, the breeders are turning 
their attention more to vigor of con- 
stitution and milking qualities of their 
animals. With the exception of their 
polled head their principal character- 
istics are similar to the Jerseys as they 
are an offshoot from that family. 


The Red Polis have made a good im- 
pression by their performance in the 
contest just closed and they seem to 
come nearer to the requiremenis, of 
at “General Purpose” cow than any 
other breed in the contest. This breed, 
however, is no exception to Ex. Gay. 
Hoard’s contention that “a dairy cow 
must have the dairy form” to a cer- 
tain extent, which these Red Polls cer- 
tainly have and more especially May- 
flower, which was the second best cow 
inj the barn, Their persistency in 
milking, however, is doubtful as they 
were falling off considerably before the 
closa of the contest although it was 
claimed for Mayflower that she was 
difficult to dry off and did not go com- 
pletely dry before freshening previous 
to entering the contest. 


The Brown Swiss did not distinguish 
themselves in any particular, and from 
the comments frequently heard from 
visitors they do mot make very favor- 
able impressions by their appearance. 
They are sluggish looking animals with 
very coarse bone. They are very good 
milkers, however, but their fat test 
is very low. If they have any 
special characteristics they tend rath- 
er! towards the dairy than the beef 
type. Judging’ from the weighis of 
the cows when they entered the con- 
test and from their weights ait {the 
close it would seem that they were fed 
a; ration rather in excess of what jwas 
required to sustain them in flesh. 

The Shorthorns made the greatest 
Bains, £03 lbs., which at 3c. per Ib. 
gives them $24.09 to add to their 
“Totals Solids,” profits. Several of 
the ‘breeds made substantial gains but 
none of them anything like as much 
as the Shorthorns. 

One of the valuable lessons learned 
in this contest is the necessity of giv- 
ing the cows the greatest comfort. pos- 
sible. This is a point frequently 
touched upon by writers of dairy liter- 
ature but we do noi’ see the forca of 
it] on paper as we do when wa see 
tha results right before us. The ef- 
fets of extreme heat are among the 
most difficult to cope with in the sum- 
mer season and which have a very 
great influence on ihe miik production, 
decreasing the quartity and also the 
quality of the milk. It has ‘also been 
clearly shown that the special dairy 
breeds are the most persistent milkers, 
which, in a dairy cow, is a wery im- 
portan* pcint. The fact has also been 
brought out that ordinary, farm pro- 
ducts with the addition of bran and 
oil cake furnish a first class ration for 
producing milk, while for roughage 
there is nothing equal to silage as a 
portion of the coarse feed where cows 
are confined in the stable. It was al]- 
ways eatem with greater relish than 
even the green feed which was furn- 
jshed during part of the hot weather.

RELIEF FOR SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 

Contributed: Rural schooi districts 
in the Territories which have felt the 
inconvenience of being deprived of the 
use of the full amount of the taxes 
assessed, by reason of the tailure to 
pay on the part of some land owners, 
will be glad to know. that by legisla- 
tion, passed at the recent’ session of 
the Territorial 'egisiaiure, +he govern- 
ment will ufidertake to collect all 


overdue taxes, and pay the same ti 


the school districts concerned. Inthe 
school dis- 
tricts throughout the Territories have 
been required to follow the cumber- 


some system of advertisement and sale, 


which frequently involved unsatisfac- 
tory titles and more or Jess irritating 
litigation, Under, the school assess- 
ment ordinance, however, the depari- 
ment of public works will adopt the 


Same system as regards overdue school 


taxes as has prevailed with regard to 
local improvement taxes. 
Treasurers of rural school districts will 
make a return in January of taxes 


overdue, and a judge of the supreme 
court ,will fix a date for the vonfirma- 


tion of such return, public notice as 
to when the court will sit being given. 
At this court, the judge wili make an 


order vesting the land in the crown, 


whereupon the goverament will im- 
mediately pay the disirict the over- 
due taxes. A year’s time is given. the 
deliqguent to redeem his land, on pay- 
ment of the taxes in arrears, and costs, 
failing which a final order is made by 
the judge vesting the land in the 
crown, and the government thereafter 
continues to pay the taxes annually, 


This system of collection of overdue 
local improvement taxes has proved 
so satisfactory in the past, that the 
Bovernment/ has wisely decided io 
adopt it as regards school taxes: as 
well. The act will come into force 
on January Ist next, and blank forms 
are now, being sent by the depart ment 
for treasurers to roake their returns 
oft taxes overdue. The act will only 
arrears after it cores jnio force, but. 
apply to taxes)’ two years in 
treasurers will be required to com- 
menceé making their returns in Janu- 
ary, next, so that the information ne- 
cessary will be available when the time 
arrives for the actual collection ‘to be 
made. @

The) Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern railway systems have been 
amalgamated under the control of a 
newly organized trust called the Na- 
tional Securities Co. with a capital of 
$400,000,00. The: board of directors 
of the new company are as follows; 
John S. Kennedy, D. Willis James, 
Sanuel Thorne, Jas. J. Hill, E. ‘TT. 
Nichols, Geo. F. Baker, Robert Ba- 
con, Geo. W. Perkins, Daniel S. La- 
mont, E. H. Harriman, Jacob H. Schif- 
fer, Jas. Stillman, W. P. Clough, Geo. 
C. Clark, and N. Terhune. Of these, 
six may Se considered as representa- 
tives of the Great Northern interests, 
three represent the interests of J. P. 
Morgan and company, and three more 
stand for the Harriman interests. 
Two are distinctly representatives of 
the Northern Pacific railway and the 
remaining director, Samuel Thorne, 
who was president of the Pennsylvan- 
ia, Coal company, which now belongs to 
the Pennsylvania railroad, is regarded 
as representing eastern interests. 

The Burlington system is allied with 
the Great Northern but is not included 
inf the deal of the National Securities 
Company. 

THE WAR. 


London, Nov. 15.—A despatch from 
Lord Kitchener dated from Pretoria 
to-day; says that a strong patrol of 
Yeomanry while reconnogitering No- 
vember 133 at Brakspruit near Zee- 
rust, in the Transvaal Colony, about 
140 miles west of Pretoria, was sur- 
rounded ‘by three hundred Boers and 
lost six men killed and sixteen wound- 
ed. Some, of the trocpers were cap- 
tured and were subsequently released. 

The rear guard of Colonel Byng’s col- 
Orange River Colony, November 14, by 
umn, was attacked near Heilbron, 
400 Boers said te be under the rom- 
mand of General DeWet. After two 
hours’ fighting the Boers retired leav- 
ing eight dead on the field. Of Colonel 
Byng’s column, Lieutenant Hughes and 
one man were killed, while three offi- 
cers and nine men were wounded. 

Middleburg, Cape Colony, Oct. 25, 
(Friday)—One hundred and eighty 
mounted troops, composed largely of 

Dutchmen, with their arms and hor- 
ses, surrendered to Smut’s commando 
October 13. The district troops _fir- 
)}ed most of their ammunition at long 
range and then refused to figh: fur- 
ther, believes their surrender to have 
been pre-arranged. 

London, Nov. 12.—Dr. Leyds’ friends, 
says the Berlin correspondent of ibe 
Times, assert that a British laager, 
containing remounts for the cavalry 
now on ine way from England was 
captured by the Beers.

SIFTON IN CALGARY. 

Herald; Hon. A. L. Sifton, commis- 
sicner of public works in the Territor- 
ial governmeut, is in the city to-day 
on his return from Ottawa, where in 
company with Premier Haultain he has 
been pressing the claims of the Ter- 
ritories for betier terms at the hands 
of the Dominion government. 

Mr. Sifton, in view of the fact that 
the reply of the authorities at Ot- 
tawa to ihe proposals submitted by 
Premier Haultain and himself had not 
yet) been received was sumewhat' re- 
luctant in prophesying the probable 
result, but he said he felt sure that 
the. visit would result in substantial 
benefit the Territories. The Ter- 
ritorial representatives not only stat- 
ed their case before the members of 
the WDoeiminion cabinet collectively but 
endeavored as far as possible to im- 
press their views on the members of 
the cabinet individually. 

While it was felt in some quarters 
notwithstanding the protestations of 
tha Northwesi representatives, that 
the..iime was net even -yet- ripe for 
the admission of the Territories io the 
status of a province, owing to the 
enor S area ard sparse settlement, 
yet the members of the cabinet ex- 
pressed their willingness to give ful!

CANADIAN DEAD. 

Ottawa,, Nov. 15.—The militia de- 
partment! has been notified by cable 
from, the casualty office ai Cape Town 
of the death of Alexander Skinner, of 
Seott’s railway guards. Skinner was 
wounded at Pudmore, near Vryburg, 
and died on Nov. 12. His wife resides 
at Lindsay, Ont.

There 
is a possibility of one or more thresh- 
i outfits moving to the Regina dis- 
tricti to aid in completing threshing 
there. d 

There is very little delivery at Po- 
noka, as the settlement there is too 
new) to have a large acreage.

SEPARATOR BLOWN UP. 

The separator of W. Ratkey’s thresh- 
ing outfit was wrecked in ihe Rabbit 
Hills district yesterday by what might 
have been a fatal explosion. The ma- 
chine) was operating on the farm of 
Mr. Ratcliffe and was being started up 
for{ the day. The driving belt came 
off before much speed had been attain- 
ed. Iti was replaced and when ‘the 
cylinder’ had given) but « few turns 
and before sufficient speed had been 
acquired to hegin feeding there came 
a, loud explosion and the feeder ‘and 
band cutters were hurled in different 
directions. Wher the damage was 
inspected the separator was found ‘to 
be a wreck. The cylinder was broken 
to pieces, the tables and feedboard 
blown to atoms, the roof blown off and 
the machine wrecked, Mr. Ratkey 
came to town at once for the police 
who went ‘o the scene of ths occur- 
rence and investigated the affair.
